4 path and be hardy enough to oppoſe received 
opinions, though by un-complaiſant ex- 


= periments and inflexible facts; his danger 
* becomes truly alarming and it is impoſſible 
for him to produce more than ſufficient ex- 
cuſes for his heretical contumacy. Hap- 
= a pily, 
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pily, in this enlightened age, no man is 
condemned without a due and good-natured 
attention to every circumſtance that he may 
be able to plead in his own exculpation. 


The author finds that he is under the dif- 
agreeable neceſſity of too frequently ſpeak- 
ing of himſelf, an invidious and diſguſt- 
ful taſk, which he would gladly have de- 
clined, could it have been avoided with 
Juſtice to his reader or to his work. What 


Pretenſions he may have to a hearing, he 


leaves to the candor of the public to de- 
termine. " 


He preſumes that the reſult of an infinite 
variety of experiments and a moſt extenſive 
experience cannot be an unacceptable tri- 


bute to mankind, in whoſe ſervice he de- 
fires ſtill to exert the utmoſt of his abilities: 


from the reception it has met with in other 
nations, he has had no reaſon to diſavow that 
ſentiment. 


From his earlieſt years he felt a ſtrong 


. -propenfity to medical ſtudies, and that 
ayidity was in ſome meaſure indulged bj

an education as liberal as he could wiſh for. 


_ He clauns not the leaſt merit from gratifying 


a diſpoſition naturally ſtudious, or for that 


indefatigable ſedulity which was ſo amply 
compenſated by the pleaſure that. attended 


it. With gratitude he acknowledges that 
he received from ſome eminent phyſicians 
long fince dead, inſtructions viva voce 
which have been of unſpeakable utility to 
him. | 

When he firſt began buſineſs, he entertain- 
ed a wonderful opinion of his own abilities, 


but ſoon met with a caſe which baffled all 


his efforts and obliged him to call in an old 
phyſician, who was ſo kind as to ſet him 
right, and convinced him that there. were 
many methods neceſſary to be taken in 
practice incompatible with the beſt formed 
theory. Conſcious of his deficiency, he 


from that moment reſolved to ſacrifice two 
hours every day to the gratuitous aſſiſtance 


of all thoſe who ſhould apply to him : this 


determination, which he has invariably ad- 
| hered to ever ſince, has at leaſt given him 


. 22 an 


— 
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an opportunity of ſeeing as great a va- 
ricty of caſes as any of his cotemporaries. 


To preclude deception, as far as poſlible, 
with reſpect to the power of medicine; he 
began with the adminiſtration of ſome 
drug of allowed efficacy, and carefully 
watched nature and patiently marked her 
operations in the ſame caſes in different ſub- 
jects ; proceeding afterwards to various com- 
binations according to the effects which 
were generally obſerved to enſue. In. this 
courſe of practice, with as much caution 
and attention as he was capable of, after 


numberleſs trials, he at length inveſtigated 


the formulæ which he now ſubmits to the 
public. Though an eye has been generally 


had to the res anguſta domi, they may be 


eaſily rendered more ſightly and more pa- 
latable for thoſe who can afford it, without 
the leaſt prejudice to their efficacy. 


It is not to be expected that the ſame 


cauſe will always produce the ſame effect; 


probability is perhaps as great a height as 
human ſcience can reach. There; is no 
| ſmat- 
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PRE F- A CE. * 
ſmatterer in medicine who would not round- 
ly aſſert that jalap will purge, that ipeca- 
cuanha will vomit, and that emetic tatar 
would do both; yet the author has met 
with a perſon whom jalap would not purge, 
more than one, whom ipecacuanha would not 
vomit and ſeveral cafes in which the emetic 
tartar wauld do neither, tho' given to half a 
drachm and more. The doctrine of idio- 
ſyncraſy is hitherto inexplicable. 


The methods propoſed in the following 
werk have indeed proved ſucceſsful in ſome 
thouſands of caſes, yet it is no where affirmed 
that they will zever diſappoint expectation, 
There are and ever will be innumerable. 
inſtances in which the direction of a ſkilful 
phyſician cannot be diſpenſed with, who 
well knows on what ſeemingly trivial mi- 
nutiae, inſcrutable to the unſcientific eye, 
the health and even the life of a patient 
depends. The alteration" or addition of a 
ſingle gram in a medicine is ſometimes of 
the utmoſt conſequence. 
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That our art is a conjectural one has been 


often thrown in our teeth, tho' one would 


think with but an indifferent grace, by thoſe 


of the two other liberal profeſſions; for it is 
by no means clear that all divines have been 


unanimous in their belief of the ſame theo- 


logical doctrines, and it has been whiſpered 
that ſome of the gentlemen of the long robe 
have actually differed in opinion: if then 
any uncertainty is to be met with in divinity 
and law, is it not rather unkind that phyſic 
ſhould be reproached with it? Whatever 
light variations there may be in the dogmas 
of men, our teachers have in all ages claim- 
ed our reverence and the lawyers our admi- 
ration: nor have phyſicians been always 
treated with neglect, witneſs the honours 
conferred on Hippocrates by a whole city; 
the deification of Eſculapius and the im- 
menſe fee deſtowed on Sertinius : Eraſiſtratus, 
the ſon of Ariſtotle's daughter, was compli- 
mented with the value of fixty thouſand 
guineas on his recovering Antiochus the fa- 
ther of Ptolemy.

With reſpect to the mode of operation of 


medicines, | it muſt be confeſſed that we are 


ſomewhat in the dark; the human body is 
too complicated a machine to be amenable 
to thoſe laws which ſolids and fluids out 
of it may be ſubje& to. Thoſe who tread 
the high priori road are mighty apt to grow 
giddy and ſtumble. Nature is very often 
exceeding unmannerly to theories. A great 
and wiſe man, not many centuries ago, to 
account for the effects of cinnabar in epilep- 
fies, gravely informs his reader, that the 
Archaeus is fo attentive to the fine color of 
the fluids cauſed by ſaid cinnabar, that he 


is no longer at leiſure to play his miſ- 


chie vous pranks. Is the modern ſolution 
of the phenomena occaſioned by mercury 
from its momentum leſs abſurd, or many 
others which might be mentioned ? Would 
it not be more ingenuous to acknowledge 
that ſuch medicines do generally produce 
ſuch effects, tho we cannot ſatisfactiorily 
account for the manner in which they act? 
Why may there not be medical as well as 
theological myſteries? A man much con- 
a 4 ver-

verſant in the practice of phyſic might re- 
cite many narratives of the operation of 
drugs, which would hazard his credit. 
Nevertheleſs their power, with ſubmiſſion 
to the author of Domeſtic Medicine, is by 
no means inconſiderable, and it ſeems as 
novel for phyſicians to inveigh againſt the 
uſe of drugs, as for a man of learning to 
decry erudition : he who has been an eye-wit- 
neſs to the almoſt inſtantaneous alterations 
made in the human body by many of them, 
one would ſcarcely expect to find ſo par- 
ſimonious in his acknowledgments of their 
power. When a perſon is ill, he naturally 
and juſtly looks for the reſtoration of his 
health from a phyſician, and the number 


of thoſe who are diſappointed is _— 


ratively exceeding ſmall. 


That the dietetic regimen is of no final Xx 
conſequence muſt be allowed, as the above- 4 his 
mentioned author juſtly obſerves, but that A the 
aid regimen ſhould preclude the uſe of due

4 that he could draw up his machinery from 
| | = his ownſtomach without any pain, he thought 
chat he might make free with ſome car- 
nivorous quadrupeds and birds, to aſſiſt him 
in his experiments: as his little family ma- 
en we no diſguſt at his treatment, he 
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hopes that they ſuffered no inconvenience 
from it. He was ſurpriſed to obſerve the 
difference between a piece of the ſame animal 
ſubſtance macerated in ſaliva in a degree of 


heat equal to ninety-eight of Farenheit's 


thermometer, and that which had heen con- 
tinued in the ſtomach the ſame time. 


Having made his deductions with as much 


care and circumſpection as he was maſter of, 
he ventured to recommend the uſe of ſuch 


food to his patients as appeared to him from 


his experiments to be moſt ſuitable, and has 
found his expectations happily anſwered. 


The reſults of all his trials he has inter- 


ſpered in the body of his work, as far as 
their utility has been confirmed by expe- 
perience. He ſhall only add on this ſub- 


ject here that, contrary to the common no- 
tion, roaſt meat is eafier digeſted than 
boiled, and that even the bones of chick- 


ens are ſooner converted into an alimentary 
mucus, than any vegetable ſubſtance ? 


Experiments are undoubtedly the moſt 
eligible means, for the acquiſition of ſound

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7 vuſeful knowledge; ; yet the moſt exquiſite

ferential reaſonings from them : this the 
author cannot help noticing, from a con- 
ſciouſneſs that ſome deductions, which 
at one time ſeemed indiſputably clear to 
him, he was convinced by future and more 
accurate trials were too haſty and inſup- 
portable. 


It is a trite but juſt obſervation, that thoſe 
who are moſt dogmatical are moſt apt 
to be erroneous. Self-importance has a 
mighty bad effe& on the eyes and wonder- 
fully impairs their viſual power : 'of this 
he begs leave to deliver the following in- 
ſtance. In the year 1756, having made (in 
his own opinion) a momentous diſcovery, 
he gaye it to the public with a moſt impe- 
rious and dictatorial air of ſelf-conſequence, 
under the title of Medical Aphoriſms : the 
authors of the Monthly Review, piqued to 
ſee the public ſo cavalierly treated, applied 
a critical veſicatory with ſuch propriety, as 


entirely to evacuate the the peccant humor,

and (beyond their own expectations) to ef- 
fectuate a perfect cure. Would to Heaven, 
that every author who falls under their 
caſtigatory pen, would make the ſame uſe 
that he did, of the well meant hints of 
thoſe ingenious, and never enough to be 
applauded writers; inſtead of ſnarling at 
the rod, or impotently ſaapping at the kind 
hand that holds it. After this frank and 
voluntary confeſhon, he hopes the reader 
will not queſtion his veracity, when he 
aſſures him—that whatever diſagreeable and 
painful neceſſity he may be under of relat- 
ing things concerning himſelf, it is folely 2 
with this view, viz. that the method (how. 7 
ever uncommon) which he ſometimes pro- 
poſes of handling ſeveral crabbed diſorders 
may be thought not totally unworthy of 
attention ; eſpecially as it has ſucceeded in 
a great number of ſimilar caſes. What he 
delivers is founded on an extenſive experi- 
ence ; for he ſhould think that he treated his 
reader with great impropriety, were he to 
lay before him any method which had 


proved ſucceſsful in a few inſtances only.

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That electricity may be applied to good 
purpoſe in ſeveral rebellious diſeaſes, is a 
certain fact, tho' it muſt be owned that 
the remedy is often a precarious one. The 
author has been frequently diſappointed 
To: from its effects in thoſe caſes in which it 
appeared moſt likely to ſucceed : ſuch for 
inſtance as paralytic affections. It is moſt 
to be depended on in the almoſt inſtan- 
taneous removal of painful diſorders, and 

of thoſe which originate from obſtructions, 
le ſhall only obſerve further on this ſub- 
ject, that from no. ſmall number of expe- 
riments he can ſafely affirm, that the moſt 
> efficacious method of uſing it is to inſulate 
the patient, and to draw ſparks from the 
affected part, and that when ſhocks are to 
be given, a ſtronger than one from a thin 
eight ounce Leyden vial (if often repeated) 
is never neceſſary, or productive of good 
conſequences. 


During the reſidence of the author in 
London, there are many perſons yet in be- 
n len. ing, who have not forgot that he was fortu- 

1 r | | nate 
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nate enough to ſucceed in no inconſiderable 
number of very extraordinary cafes: nor 
has his good fortune in that reſpect hitherto 
deſerted him. When from accidents equal- 
ly unexpected and unavoidable in the year 
1762, he left that his native city, he has 
fince viſited ſeveral different kingdoms, 
eagerly embracing every opportunity of in- 
creaſing his medical knowledge, by forming 
an intimacy with many eminent phyficians 
and by every other practicable means, till 
purſuing his invariable rule of aſſiſting the 
poor gratis every day. The numbers which 
flocked to him in ſome places are ſcarely 
credible, (even ſome hundreds in à day) 
particularly in the northern parts of Ireland 
(where he continued ſome years) which is 
amazingly populous, and much more ſo 
than is generally imagined. He was exreed- 
ingly diſguſted at the abſurd credulity of the 
common ſort of people there and their pro- 
phane compariſons : they have even brought 
dying perſons to him in creels (or baſkets) 
and when he has aſſured them that they 


Were in the agonies of death, they have car- „

le begs pardon of the reader for this 
ceurſory recital of a few facts; which he 
thinks himſelf encouraged to expect from 
the conſideration of what he has ſuppreſſed. 
e pleads not the ſlighteſt degree of merit 
from the performance of that which ap- 
pears to him a duty, —a readineſs to aſſiſt 
$ others: nor can he be inſtigated by that 
1 Laus deſpicable quality, vanity ; ſince he 
Iba no Miſh left to form for hiraſelf but

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euthanafia. The only reaſon why he has 
executed this painful taſk, is to intimate 
that there may be a poſſibility that the 
methods of cure which he recommends,

The medical reader will certainly meet 
with ſome things in the enſuing treatiſe 
which may excite his ſurprize, and perhaps 
his diſguſt : the author would only plead 
the privilege of an Engliſhman, trial before 
condemnation. There are many means 
which appear at firſt bluſh very unlikely to 
attain the end in view, yet are found to be 


perfectly adequate to the acquiſition of faid 


end. To cut a man's, throat may ſeem an 
odd method of preſcrving his life, yet there 
are caſes in which no other method can be 
taken. 


The author was once in conſultation with 3 
one of the moſt eminent phyſicians on the 

European continent; the patient was 2

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young gentleman, ſeemingly in the laſt 
ſtage of a conſumption; on propoſing the 
vitriolic vomit, the doctor haſtily exclaim. 
ed that he would not ſurvive the taking it 
a quarter of an hour; he was then aſked if 
he had ever ordered the blue vitriol ? he 
7 replied: that he never did, nor had ever ſeen 
B it adminiſtered ; who rejoined the author, 
may be the beſt judge of its effects; he 
who never ſaw any of them, or he who has 
given it above twenty thouſand times? The 
doctor was of too ingenuous a diſpoſition to 
offer any further objection : the vomits were 
taken, and our patient was reſlored to per- 
fect health. 
If any one were to propoſe a more ſafe, 
= certain, and expeditions method of profli-

We make great allowances for the ſlips

compaſſion. For my own part, I freely own 
that I would make very conſiderable ſacri- 
fices to contribute to the welfare and hap- 
pineſs of the moſt wicked or worthleſs man 
that ever exiſted, —He is my brother, as the 
royal Jew ſaid of Benhadad, and he that 
loveth not bis brother, can neither love the 
Deity, nor be loved by bim; but is actually

As a few hygeienical ſtrictures may be 
expected to precede a work of this nature, 
1 ſhall beg leave to lay before the reader 
the following obſervations on what the phy- 
ſicians call the non-naturals. The neceſſary 
rules for the preſervation of health are in- 


telligible to the meaneſt capacity, and may 


be compriſed in a ſmall compaſs. No one 
can be exculpated therefore who is ignorant 
of the means whereby ſo invaluable a bleſſ- 
ing may be continued. 
A dry air is extremely defirable and large 
rooms, or ſuch at leaſt as will admit of fre- 
quent ventilation from freſh currents of air. 


To ſleep in a room that has no chimney in 
it is highly improper, and it is no wonder 


that perſons who are guilty of ſuch indiſ- 
cretion are ſubject to the incubus. 
With reſpect to diet, the calls of nature 


ought not to be diſregarded : they are ſuffi- 


ciently 
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= ciently audible, and it is at our peril that 
= we refiſt their importunity. The bad effects 
of eating or drinking too much are eaſier 
to be removed than thoſe which ariſe from 
inanition. Nature has made no proviſion 
againſt the conſequences of ſtarving our- 
2 ſelves. An acrimony of the fluids proceeds 
from frequent faſting, that is ſcarcely con- 
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querable by the power of medicine. To 


> thoſe who look on faſting as a religious 
duty I have nothing to fay ; but, as flagel- 
lation alſo is conſidered in the ſame light, 
k 1 to bare the back and receive a few haſty 
laſhes would be certainly the moſt eligible 
> alternative. 

To adopt the plan of Lewis Cornaro in 
this northern climate would be the height 
of folly. Dr. Cheyne with his vegetable 
= regimen, has been the cauſe of infinite 
2 miſchief to valetudinarians. As refuſing to 
eat when we are hungry, and to drink when 
ve are thirſty is prejudicial to health; in like 
manner to continue eating for the ſake of 
IX pleaſing one's appetite, or drinking when 
ue feel no inclination to it, muſt undoubt- 
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XXV1 RN FFA . 
edly affect our health: thoſe who are ſo wiſe 
as to make their meals always of one diſhs 
will ſcarce ever offend in the firſt point, and 
none but incorrigible ſots will be guilty of 
the latter. To riſe with an appetite, though 
a very frugal and common maxim, is an 
exceeding bad one. He who obeys the 
dictates of nature, that is, his own inter- 
nal feelings, will not err, but eat 'till he 
finds himſelf ſatisfied, for there is no other 
method of aſcertaining the quantity neceſſary 
to be taken. As to the quality of diet, it is 
of little importance to perſons in health, 
though animal food, is inconteſtably pre- 
ferable, and to which the vegetable ought 
to be greatly diſproportionate; for the diſ- 
caſes which ariſe from the uſe of the lat- 
ter are by far the moſt crabbed and refrac- 
tory. 

The ſame conſideration holds good with 
reſpect to ſleep, which in youug and old per- 


ſons ought to be indulged, but never to be 


ſolicited by lying in bed late. To ariſe 

early in the morning, (as by all allowed) 15 

greatly conducive to health. 
Ex- 
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Exerciſe is ſo abſolutely neceſſary, that 


it is impoſſible to continue long free from 
diforders without it : nine tenths of thoſe 


which are incident to human beings ori- 
ginate from indolence. The price of health 
is activity, and the flothful are unequal to 
the purchaſe. 

Coſtiveneſs of body, tho' ſometimes for 
a ſurpriſing length of time not inconſiſtent 
with a perfect ſtate of health, yet ſhould not 
be connived at : the inteſtinal canal ought 


to be kept open by a laxatiye diet or other 


means, for one motion in twenty-four hours 
is a defirable circumſtance, and well worth 
our endeavouring to procure. As to the 
reſt of the excretions, nature is the beſt 
guide for the management of them: if 
they abound in quantity, the ſtimulus felt 
will be a ſufficient warning for the neceſſity 


of evacuation. As phlebotomy is fo 
taſhionable, it may not be ſafe to ſay any 


thing againſt it: but why the quantity of 


blood ſhould be diminiſhed when no ple- 


thora exiſts, ſeems beyond the power of 
numan conception, It is a melancholy 
truths 


—— — aaron 
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truth, that the author has met with more 
diſorders which were occaſioned by impru- 
dent bleedings, than from all other cauſes 
Whatever. To aſſign a reaſon why the nor- 
thern nations were formerly ſo extremely 
populous has puzzled many: that affair 
may perhaps no longer continue myſterious, 
when it is confidered that they were ſtrangers 
to the uſe of the lancet. 

Laſtly, The proper regulations of the 
paſſions of the mind is of the utmoſt con- 
ſequence towards the eſtabliſhment and con- 
tinuance of health. He who would enjoy 
perfect health and long life, ſhould cultivate 
a perpetual chearfulneſs, and maintain a 
fixed refolution to be pleaſed with whatever 
may befall him: this ſatisfaction and con- 
tent is within the reach of every one. But he 
who is conſtantly repining and fretting for 


the poſſeſſion of fome viſionary bliſs, or toil- 


ing in the ceaſeleſs purſuit of that which 
he thinks he has a right to expect the poſ- 
ſeffion of, muſt not wonder if his health 


ſhould be impaired by the deluſive chaſe. 


Perſons who in this wayward diſpo- 
ſition, 
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fition, eaſily irritable and attentive only to 
that which ſeems faulty and diſagreeable in 
others; if every thing they could with for 
were at their command, would make ſhift 
to be as peeviſh and uneaſy as if they had 
real cauſe for diſcontent. Subordination is 
indiſpenſible, and the foot may as well re- 
fuſe to perform its functions, becauſe it is 
not the head, as a man become diſſatisfied 
with his ſtation. Every one has an un- 
doubted right to meliorate his condition, if 
he can, but ſuch attempts are by no means 
inconſiſtent with the indulgence of con- 
tinual good humour, with ſuffering the mind 
to dwell only on pleaſing images, and with 
acquieſcence under diſappointment. Nature 
has indented with us for nothing but food 
and raiment, and ſome time ago, a wiſe 
and good man had learned to be quite con- 
tent with them. 

Let me add, as another means, the ma- 
nifeſtation of a profuſion of tenderneſs to 
all the animal creation : this ſoftens the 
mind and endues it with an aptitude for 
the reception of pleaſurable ſenſations, 

and 
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and of the fineſt feelings of the human 
heart. It is in the power of every one to

| nature, and a deſire of pleaſing. Health, 
E. virtue and beauty are too ſtrongly attached 
| to each other to be ſeparated for any length 
| of time; they are the fondeſt friends, and 
|. like other friends, by their amicable colli- 
ſions mutually improve each other. Health 
adornsthe countenance with attractive ſwect- 
neſs, virtue animates every feature, beauty 
gives them the higheſt finiſhing, and all 
unite in filling the eyes with enchanting and 
irreſiſtable charms. 


1 can- 
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I cannot take leave of my reader without 
acknowledging the numerous imperfections 
of this work with reſpect to method, man- 
ner, diction, and the unavoidable conſe- 
quences of an invariable adherence to bre- 
vity and conciſeneſs. In a work of this 
ſort, it would be rather unreaſonable to ex- 
pect the prettineſs of points, the quaintneſs 
of antitheſes, the florid tumeſence of de- 
clamation, or the rotundity of elaborate 
periods, Ornari res iſpa negat. The author 
can only plead in excule that he wrote his 
treatiſe originally in Latin, that ſome al- 
lowances may be made for the long diſuſe 
| of his vernacular language, and that he has

The methods of cure which 
he recommends are ſuch as have received the 
ſanction of a very extenſive and frequent ex- 
perience z not only of his own. but a great 
number of practitioners who have purſued 
the ſame methods, and af the ſucceſs of which 
they have given him the moſt favorable 


and pleaſing accounts. Fo experience alone 


he appeals for their rejection or adoption. 
After all, if he has really been ſo unfor- 
tunate as to have made no valuable diſco- 
veries, to have ſtarted no hint which ſome 
happier genius may improve, to have add- 
ed nothing of conſequence to the medical 
treaſury; 
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treaſury ; to be of no future ſervice to man- 
kind by this publication, he muſt confeſs, 
that he ſhall be exceedingly diſappointed ; 
will take ſhame to himſelf, and deſire to fink 
into obſcurity and deſerved contempt. To 
be careſſed by the great, eſteemed by men 
of learning, and univerſally beloved by the 
poor; all theſe may ariſe from fond parti- 
ality, or adſcititious prejudice ; but where 
there is no intrinſic merit, are abſolutely 


incapable of reſcuing inſignificance from 
Oblivion.

He hopes the ex- 
ultation is no ways culpable that ſprings 
from his heart-felt ſatisfaction that none 
have had any reaſon to repent of the 
confidence repoſed in him. 

He has not the leaſt intention of attempt- 
ing to vindicate any thing in his work; 
whatever is indefenſible he would be the 
firſt to execrate; but it may with ſafety be 
aſſerted, that the practitioner who makes 
vie of the methods recommended muſt be 
extremely unfortunate who ſhould be al- 
ways unſucceſsful. 

Ihe preſcriptions were in the laſt edition 
firſt printed in Engliſh, becauſe one Mr. 
Dedd, whom the author never had the 
honor of ſeeing, was pleaſed to publiſh a 
tranſlation of zhoſe in the ſecond edition at 
Cork, in the year 1770, and again in Lon- 
don, in 1774.

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That the medicines preſcribed are ſome 
of the keeneſt edge tools of phyſic mult be ac- 
knowledged; for perhaps buſy minds might 
entertain ſome ſuſpicions of the ſagacity 
or dexterity of that workman who ſhould 
prefer the uſe of blunt ones and if the old 
adage 1s true, ſuch a one ſtands the worſt 
chance of cutting his fingers. 

The dry vomit cannot deſerve the un- 
kind terms of rugged and ſurly ; for the only 
7eazing or vexatious circumſtances I have 
ever known to attend it, 1s that it ſometimes 
would not vomit at all and in caſes where 
that effect has been neceſſary I have been 
obliged to double the doſe, even in delicate 
habits, before it could be produced ; tho? 
ſtrange as it may ſeem, the ſame quantity 
of either of the ingredients alone would have 
puked pretty ſmartly. | 


The author confeſſes his temper is natu- 
rally ſanguine, and that he may ſometimes 


have expreſſed himſelf in terms rather 
too ſtrong, but when it is confidered that he 
relates nothing which his eyes have nor 
ſeen, ſome allowances ſhould be made for 


ſaid 
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ſaid ſtrength of expreſſion. He would 
eſteem that perſon as his beſt and deareſt 
friend who points out his faults : whether 
he is right or wrong in his ſpeculative no- 
tions appears to him a matter of equal mo- 
ment with—whether a gooſe ſtands on her 
right or left leg; but whether mankind are 
miſled in things relating to their health is 
an affair of the laſt importance, and he 
would rather periſh than offer any thing to 
the public which could be the leaſt decep.

He thought himſelf the firit perſon who 
ever gave vomits in internal haemorrhages, 
till a gentleman, about ten years after the 
firſt publication of his treatiſe, diſpelled his 
vanity by putting into. his hands a book 
wrote by old Dr. Robinſon above forty years 
ago, wherein are related a vaſt number of 
caſes in which he ſucceeded. by vomits only. 
It may not be amiſs, in this place to 
make ſome remarks on that prima facie ab- 
ſurd preſeription under the article Dyſen- 
tery, of paper boiled in milk.

becauſe the child obſtinately refuſed to take 
any medicines; aſhamed to mention the 
paper doſe to my brethren, I aſked the 


mother if her fon was fond of milk, ſhe 


replied in the affirmative ; the paper was 
boiled in it, and when I vifited him the 
next morning, he was perfectly recovered. 
At that time I felt a ſimilar ſenſation with 
honeſt Triſtram, when he reflected on his 
behaviour to the poor monk.

paper, was well. There is certainly no- 
thing ſo common as to impute effects to 
cauſes by no means adequate to the pro- 
duEtion of ſaid effects; of this error the au- 
thor has been partieularly cautious, even to 
à refined ſerupuloſity: but where the effect 
has cæteris paribus, invariably followed, he 
thought himſelf intitled ſor the future to 
expect . . 
The large doſes of volatiles and narcotics 
to be met with in the following pages may 
ſtartle the reader: it is to be feared they are 
often trifled with by an inexcuſable timidity. 
It is a certain fact that ſmall doſes at diffe- 
rent times have often no good effect, and 
that the opportunity of ſaving our patient, 
which a large doſe at firſt might have ef- 
feed, is irretrievably loſt, An extenſive 
experience has convinced me that many 
hves are to be preferved by an happy 
temerity. 
With reſpect to the colic, or any other 
Fe diſorder, the beſt method of uſing 
elec- 
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electricity I know of is firſt to draw a few 
ſparks from the affected place and then to 
throw the pained part into the electrical 
circuit and immediately after to give 


another ſhock at right angles to the former. 

The author did not chuſe to adopt any 
ſyſtematical or regular arrangement of diſ- 
caſes ; but thoſe of which great multitudes 
have come under his care, are all treated 1 in 
the ſubſequent manner. 

A definition of every diſeaſe is firlt given, 
fometimes indeed not very accurate, but po- 
pular and intelligible ; for his chief aim was 
to expreſs himſelf with as much plaineſs and 
perſpicuity as the nature of things would 
admit of.

T hath been obſerved by ſome ingenious 

phyſicians, that inflammatory diſorders 
are by no means ſo common to be met with 
as they uſed to be: to aſſign the preventive 
reaſons would be no. eaſy matter, for man- 
kind do not ſeem to be much more ſparing 
in- the indulgence. of their appetites, more 
averſe from wine, or more diſcreet in their, 
regimen than. their forefathers. were. May 
it not with greater propriety be attributed 
to the increaſed accuracy and preciſion 
wherewith practitioners diſcriminate diſeaſes, 
who are not ſo apt as they were formerly to 
impute every pain or fluſhing heat to an in- 
flammation. The rapid improvements r made 
in the medical art within theſe few years, 
have occafioned even the abolition of ſeve- 
ral diſeaſes, whoſe imaginary exiſtence « ex- 


e puzzled our r anceſtors, | 
Another

Another obſervation, which is equally 
juſt and melancholy; is that when inflam- 
matory diſorders appear, they have generally 
a fatal termination. Is it not poſſible that 
this may in ſome meaſure be owing to a too 
haſty and frequent repetition of venz-ſec- 
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I tion? Nature will exert amazing efforts to 
5 relieve herſelf when the vis vitz is not much 
'S ; impaired and I cannot help expreſſing my 
H y apprehenſions that in theſe caſes, in which 
ve 


bleeding is abſolutely neceſſary, it may yet 
be purſued ſo far as to incapacitate nature 
for carrying on the animal functions. For 
theſe ten years paſt'I have not loſt one pa- 
tient by an inflammatory fever, yet never 
ordered blood to be drawn more than once in 
any cafe, maniaeal ones excepted. 

As there are ſeveral 'other inflammatory 
diſorders which have not been noticed in the 
preceding pages, it may not be amiſs to ob- 
ſerve that a. fimilar, if not the ſame treat- 
ment, is equally proper for them all. Some 
indeed, as has been inſtanced in the pe- 
ripneumony, require a more ſparing uſe of 
phlebotomy than others. Ir is to be feared 
„ D | that, 
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that, to a too liberal uſe of the lancet that 
mortificatian may be aſcribed which fo often 
ſupervenes an inflammation, as that of the 
ilium, eafily diſcovered by the hafty evan- 
eſence of the pain. When there is no in- 
flammation, or inflammatory diſpoſition of 
the blood, nothing can exculpate the prac- 
titioner for drawing blood; this would be 
a wanton waſte of the moſt uſeful and im. 
portant of all fluids, and the moſt neceſſary 
for the ſupport of animal life: but even in 
theſe caſes the utmoſt caution is requiſite, 
leſt a putrid diſorder ſhould be manufac- 
tured from an inflammatory one. It is not 
an uncommon, (though often an irretrievable 
error) to miſtake an obſtruction, or acrimo- 
ny, or ſerous tumor for an inflammation, 
which, if real, is—when the red particles of 
the blood are forced into the lymphatic s and can- 
not poſſibly exiſt without it's pathognomonic 
ſymptoms, viz. violent and univerſal hear, 
parchivg thirſt and reſtleſſneſs, as well as pain 
in the inflamed part. Inflammatory difor- 
ders are far from being common and many 
diſeaſes are too often groundleſsly aſcribed to 
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this cauſe : that the too precipitate uſe of the 
lancet has produced dreadful conſequences 
I have in numbers of inſtances been a ſorrow- 
ful and unavailing witneſs to. How many 
are hurried off the ſtage by being bled for 
a pain in the fide, owing to an _ incipient 
ulcer in the lungs ! There are various forts 
of fevers which mimic thoſe of the Ardent 
kind, in which venz-ſe&ion muſt be ab- 
ſtained from. I was in a country one au- 
tumn where one of theſe anomalous fevers 
raged, it ſpread only through a circle of ſix 
or ſeven miles diameter; ir reſembled in 
every reſpect an Ardent Fever, the pulſe 
only excepted, which was neither hard nor 
© full: every one who was bled died 1 
every one who was not bled recovered; 
never ſhifted its type though it ate 
: continued ſeventeen days. Thoſe who took

When the pain is very intenſe, opiates 
may be ſafely and happily adminiſtered, of 
this I have given few inſtances in the fore- 
going ſheets, that no countenance might be 
given to the indiſcriminate uſe of a medicine, 
where a perfect knowledge of the caſe and 
the diſcreet direction of a ſkilful hand are 
abſolutely neceſſary. Of all the. various 
pretences to be correctors of narcotics, I be- 
lieve none ſo well deſerves that name as the 
falt of wormwood.

The variolous puſtules in 
time become ſanious, but thoſe in the meaſles 


appear red, dry and branny, without ſuppu. 
ration. 


The cauſe. It ſeems to be connate with 
us and to latitate 'till ſome violent exagita- 


tion of the blood from the introduction of

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The diagnoſtics. A frequent and Wrong

The Nervous Fever receives it's name 
from a ſuppoſed morbid quality in the ner- 
vous influence, or à relaxed ſtate of the 


nerves themſelves, which is Juſt as imagi 
by nary 
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nary as the other. To ſay the truth, ner- 
vous diſcrders are a mighty handy and con- 


venient expreſſion to conceal ignorance. 

The Miliary Fever is ſo termed from the 
reſemblance of it's eruptions to millet feed, 

They all proceed from the ſame cauſes, 
and require the ſame method of treatment. 
The cauſes. A deficiency and unequal 
diſtribution of the viral heat, conſequently 
a declenſ jon of the powers of nature; a 
jentor, or viſcidity in the fluids: a relaxed 
ſtate of the arterial ſyſtem, or ſpaſmodic 
conſtrictions of the capillary arteries, ſome 
error in regard to the non-naturals.

A. Aſthma is a diffcule and laborious 


Ae or obfirattion of th pulmonary 
veſſels, and is either continual or periodi- 
cal. | . 

The cauſe of a continual aſthma is a com- 
preſſion of the veins, bronchial veſſels, 
pulmonary veſiculæ or nerves; this may be 
occaſioned by a hydrops pectoris; empyema; 
phlegmon; abſceſs; vomica ; tubercles ; po- 
lypus in the blood veſſels ; coagulation of 
the blood itſelf ; corpulence ; gibboſity ; 
adhefion of the lungs to the pleura ; em- 
phy ſematous tumors of them; n, 
of the ſtomach.

N Apoplexy is a ſudden abolition of 


the external and internal ſenſes and 
of all voluntary motion, with ſometimes a 
Full pulſe and large reſpiration. 

There are four ſpecics or degrees of it, 
The firſtis when the patient breathes, du- 
ring the paroxyſm, in a manner very little 
different from that in perfect health. 

The ſecond, when the reſpiration is inter- 
mitting, anhelous and inordinate. 


The third, when the breath cannot be 


fetched without great ſtrug'ling, and nature 
48 obliged to exert all her efforts to carry 
on a moſt operoſe reſpiration. 

: The fourth, when reſpiration for ſome 
time totally ceaſes. 

The cauſe is that which vie) impedes 
the efflux of the nervous influence, into the 
cellular coats of the organs of ſenſe and 

; motion 
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motion. One would imagine that the an- 
tients. were acquainted with the real cauſe 


of it, from the derivation of it's name Ap- 
oplexia from Apopletto to ſtrike. The 
effect above may be produced (tho? it ſeldom 
is) from a plethora and two great an acumu 
lation of blood in the ventricles of the brain, 
but much more commonly proceeds from a 
deficiency thereof, and a redundance of viſcid 
lerum ; as alſo may be reckoned among the 
prediſponent cauſes, a large head; thick 
neck; corpulence ; - ſpaſmodic contractions 
of the veſlels ; oſſeus protuberances within 


the cranium; acrimony of the lymph; ir- 


regularity in the non-naturals ; a too liberal 


uſe of narcotics; frequent ebriety; extra- 


vaſated blood; inordinate venery, eſpecial- 
ly of perſons in the decline of life; the af- 
fections of the mind; an acid gas; blows; 
bruiſes and mercurial vapors. _ 

The diagnoſtics. Preceding the paroxyſm, 
dimneſs, of fight ; loſs of memory ; a ſud- 
den and acute pain in the head; ſwelling, 
of the Jugulars ; vertigo ; an unuſual. cold- 
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neſs of the extremities; ſupine indolence; 
drowſineſs; oſcitancy; tremb'lings; a {trong 
pulſe and redneſs of the face. The reader 
may obſerve that the ſigns are given indiſ- 
criminately of the ſanguineous and ſerous 
Apoplexy. In the paroxyſm, depmyation 
of all ſenſe and motion; the eyes are cloſed, 
as if he was dead; ſnoring ; an unequal in- 
Interrupted reſpiration ; infenfibility. 

The progneſitcs. The fourth degree is 
always fatal, becauſe the conductors from 
the cerebellum are affected. If the pulſe ts 
weak, reſpiration difficult, the patient old, 
or has been feized before in the fame man- 
er; loud ſnoring; cold ſweats ; frothing 

at the mouth; theſe are all ſymptons of a 

fatal tendency. An Apoplexy often termi- 

nates in a palſy, A ftrong pulſe is a ſign 
of recovery; if ſucceeding phlebotomy, the 
patient will undoubtedly do well. 

The cure. Let the patient be laid on his 
back with his head raiſed. If plethoric, 
bleed; which will preſently relieve by re- 
mov ing the cauſe. Hippocrates with great

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eures in an Apoplexy : the reaſon is evident, 
becauſe it is always owing to too much, or 


too little blood. Proper means to be uſed

In the fat, if cacochymie (as is moſt com- 


monly the caſe} he ſhould be rubbed with 
warm flannel, or bathed with rectified ſpirit, 
or aether and inſtead of phlebotomy uſe er- 
rhines.

inſtances in which they do not originate

The prognoſtico. If taken in time, it is 
eafily curable ; in the worſt ſtages, a cure 
is not to be deſpaired of, if the patient will 
for four or five weeks perſiſt in an entire 
abſtinence from all liquids, a lump of ſu- 
gar ſoaked 1 in brandy excepted, which may 
be taken two or three times a day ; if this is 
| ſuffered to diſſolve gradually in the mouth, 
it will ſooner appeaſe the moſt intenſe ragings 
of thirſt than copious draughts of water. 
Many have recovered of this diſorder in the 
moſt helpleſs Rate, by that means, wich the 
uſe of proper evacuants.

tiveneſs, intolerable thirſt (and. the patient.

nance pallid and of a cadaverous Spa, 
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That the prognoſtics of phyſicians, Bow: 
ever juſtly founded, are ſometimes precari: 
ous is a truth that muſt be confeſſed; as an 
inſtance of which I beg 'leave to relate the 
following humiliating narrative. Among the 
infinite number of dropſical patients who 
have applied to me, for theſe twelve years 
paſt, I never loft one 'till this preſent year 
1775, When three perſons, two of which 
were young, after taking the medicines that 
1 ordered, ſeemed to be mending very faſt ;

Nature like other females, is batte 
unaccountably capricious, and when fur- 
niſhed with all the materials for affiſtinꝑg her- 
ſelf, will frowardly neglect the uſe of them;

entricly ſubdued by a diſeaſe and the long 
odds are againſt her, when the phj ſician has 
ſigned the dead warrant ; by one fortuitous 
puſh, unknown to and unexpected by the 
phyſician, ſhe will triumph over her ad- 
verſary, unleſs the doctor ſhould think fit to 
verify his prognoſtic by a ſeaſonable doſe.

N A Clap is a flux of matter from the glands

Salivation is not neceſſary even in the 
worſt caſes, nor is there any one to be cured 
by it who is not much more eaſily to be 
cured without it. When eruptions appear, 
with all the indications of a pox, what can 
be more ridiculoufly abſurd than to melt 
thoſe ſalts down into the blood that they may 
paſs off by the ſalival glands, when nature 
fo plainly points out the method by which 
they ought to be expelled. The ſolution of 
fublimate hereafter mentioned, with a pro- 
per liniment to open the pores and increaſe 
their diameter will enable her to throw them 
off by perſpiration. Salivation is only the 
effect of an alteration made in the fluids, 
which alteration is as eaſily made without 
producing it : nor will it always ſucceed, 
for I have known many who have been ſa⸗ 
livated four, yea five times without ſucceſs, 
yet have found no difficulty in curing the 
fame perſons afterwards by much milder 
methods. |

antiſcorbutic) eating too plentifully of fruit. 
Surfeits, as they are called, and ſcorbutic 
eruptions: originate from the too liberal uſe 
of vegetables. Few perſons are entirely void 
of all ſcorbutic complaints. The ſea ſcur-

A Gentleman between forty and. fifty 
years of age, of a ſtrong conſtitution 
and plethoric habit, who had never been 
troubled with any cutaneous eruptions, or 
ſcorbutic diſorder, was attacked by an in- 
flammatory fever; he was attended by a 
learned and ingenious phyſician, who treat. 
ed him with great propriety, ſetting aſide 
the too frequent and copious blood-lettings, 
by which he was exceedirigly reduced and 
incapable of leaving his bed for five weeks:

HE Gout is a chronical diſeaſe moſt 
commonly affecting the feet. If it 
attacks the knees it is called Gonagra ; if 
the hands Chiragra ; if the elbow Onagra ; 
if the ſhoulder Omagra ; if the back or loins 
Lumbago. | 
The cauſes, Irregularity with reſpect to 
ſome of the non-naturals ; immoderate ve- 
nery ; feeding frequently and voraciouſly 
on fat; great fatigue; a moiſt cold air; a 
contuſion ; tartarous wines; fermenting li- 
quors ; acid gas, as appears from the ſour 


ſweats and acid eructations ſo common in 


arthritic paroxyſms ; fruit; vegetables; the 
paſſions of the mind ; indolence. 

The diagnoſtics. A molt intenſe pain, as 
though a wedge were fixed between the 
Joints; or as if the part were in a preſs ; 
ſometimes it ſeems ſtretched to ſuch a de- 
gree that the unhappy patient is ready to 
think that it will burſt every moment: 
| T 4 when 
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when this is the caſe, it is ſeldom more than 
fix hours before the pain abates and a wel- 
come ſleep ſucceeds. Sometimes the ſen- 
ſation is fimilar to that which would be 
brought on if the parts were gnawn by 
carnivorous animals. Thoſe who have been 
long tormented with it have often a creta- 
ceous matter iſſve from the burſting of the 
ſmall veſſels, which is an induration of the 
nervous Klaments and is actually chalk, for 
the nerves ſeem to be originally conſtituted 
of a chalky earth lengthened into fibres by 
animal glue. . 

The prognoftics. Tf hereditary (which 
with humble ſubmiſſion to Doctor C. it cer- 
rainly may be) it is moſt difficult to relieve, 
Itis generally ſuppoſed to be incurable, as all. 
diſorders are ſaid to be which we know not 
bow to cure. The fits may be undoubtedly 
rendered milder, and perhaps be total'y pre- 
vented by purſuing the ſubſequent method :

N all habits of body where there is a con- 
ſtitutional defi ciency of vital heat, the re 
muſt exiſt a laxity of the muſcular fibre, 
with ſome of it's uſual concomitants, viz.

pallid countenance, thin lank hair, bad ap- 


petite, lowneſs of ſpirits, cuticular erup- 
tions, flatulencies, bilious diſorders, obſti- 


nate coſtiveneſs, or diarrhoea. Whatever 
malady ſuch perſons may labor under, 
| blecitidy 
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bleeding is inadmiſſible and muſt be highly 
improper; for ſuch an operation will certain- 
ly prove injurious and perhaps (as is too 
often the caſe) fatal to the patient: purg- 
ing may be of conſiderable utility to ſuch 
perſons becauſe they have generally a re- 
dundance of ſerous fluids, though never 
of the flat red particles. Weakneſs of the 
ſolids requires peculiar attention to the re- 
gimen and diet, for that which is received 
into the ſtomach by pounds and quarts is 
much more conſequential and may as well 
be adapted to the ſtate of the caſe as that 
which is taken by grains and drops.

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from a deficiency of blood, If a woman 

with child is bled, ſays Hypocrates, a miſ- 
carriage is endangered ; the larger the foe- 
tus, the more certain and expeditious will be 
the abortion. Experience confirms the truth 
of this obſervation of the divine old man. 
I knew many ladies who uſed phlebotomy 
during their pregnancy and miſcarried, but 
on the omiſſion of it, went out their full 
time and were delivered of healthy children, 
That all do not miſcarry who are bled 
is true, and indeed nothing is more to be 


wondered at than the inexhauſlible reſources 


of nature, by which ſhe can recover herſc. f 
from the conſequences of ſuch ill- timed eva- 
cuations, To uſe phlebotomy becauſe her 
periodical viſits diſappear is abſurd and pu- 
erile, for it cannot be a manly argument that 
we ought to laviſh away that fluid which 


nature demonſtrates her want of, by her 
care to preſerve it. Bleeding, in a word, 


is always hazardous and improper during, 
pregnancy, and not ſeldom brings on con 
vulſions and death. To this raſh and inex 


cuſable imprudence it is owing that ſuch

The prognoſtics. If nature is not counter- 

ected, or diſturbed by unneceflary interpo- 
fition there is ſeldom any danger of the mo- 
ther. If the fœtus is dead, {which may be 
known by ſyncopes, cold ſweats, fluſhings, 
rigor, or the foetus falling from fide to 
fide) nothing but mild emmenagogues 
ſhould be given once or twice a day. It may 
continue in the uterus three or four weeks 
without any ill conſequence, and it ſcarce 
ever exceeds that time before nature will 
effect its expulſion. 

The cure. Prevention is all we are c2pa- 
ble of in theſe caſes. Where there is a 
proneneſs to miſcarry from a laxity of the

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muſcular fibres, or if ſhe has miſcarried be- 


fore, it will be neceſlary to vſe the ſame re- 


gimen as that recommended under Weak- 
neſs of the Solids and to keep an iſſue cor.- 
ſlantly open. I knew a lady who miſcarried 


twice, then opened an iſſue and while it con- 


tinued, had three living children; ſhe then 
ſuffered it to dry up and again miſcarried 
it was cut again ſhortly after and ſhe bore 


five ſtrong healthy children; her iſſue then 
dried up ſpontaneoully, after which ſhe miſ-

mentary liquor before expulſion; a ſuf- 
ficient refutation of all which is, that from 
the conſideration of its poſture, and incapa- 
City of breathing, it is impoſſible. 

In a natural birth, nothing more is neceſ- 


: fary than to ſupport and prevent the lacera- 


tion of the perinaeum, leaving the reſt to 
nature. In breech preſcntations, it is need- 
leſs to alter the poſture of the foetus, but 
in all other preternatural poſitions, ſearch 
for and extract it by the feet. If the pla- 
centa follows not immediately, , uſe no vio- 
lence ; the woman way be ordercd to bed :

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there are frequent inſtances of it's conti- 
nuance in the uterus for twelve, twenty, yea 
eight and forty hours, without the leaſt ill 
conſequence, What nature will perform in 
ſuch caſes is ſcarcely within the limits of cre- 


dibility: when the head of the foetus has 


been left, ſhe has effected the expulſion of it 
without any aſſiſtance, and what is ſtil more 
extraordinary, a living child has been pro- 
duced from a pelvis, where there have not 
been two inches between pubes and ſacrum. 
It would be far more eligible for practiti- 
oners to watch, wait upon and gently ope- 
rate with, than ever to attempt to hurry, 
or diſturb nature in any of the efforts ſhe 
may make to relieve herſelf. 

In difficult Labors, let an emollient clyſter 
be adminiſtered. If attended with a ſup- 
preſſion of urine, the catheter ſhould be 
introduced; ſternutatories may be uſed: to 
advantage; ſometimes emetics and opiates; - 
ſtrong cardiacs ovght not to be omitted.

"| HIS diſorder is commonly called the 

Dropſy of the Brain, becauſe on diſſec- 
tion there is found below the corpus calloſum 
a bag of water generally as large as a gooſe 
egg. or two or three ounces of water extrava- 
ſated on each fide of the falx. Ttgreatly reſein- 
bles a worm fever, theſe peculiar diagnoſ- 
tics excepted, conſlant moaning ; 1hrieking ; 
intolerance of light; ſtrabiſmus and frequent 
lifting of the hand to the head, 17 7s always 
mortal. The cauſe (if not preceded by a 
blow) is unknown; 1 was once in a town 
2 4 where 
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where this diſtemper was excceding rite. It 
never attacks any one after the age of pu- 
berty. As all attempts are vain, it is pity 
to give the unhappy patient the leaſt pain- 
{ul ſenſation: bliſters are entirely uſeleſs. 
They often live in this pitiable and ſhocking 
ſlate *till the fifteenth or ſeventeenth day 
after the firſt invaſion,

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N fix or feven months after birth, children 

- commonly begin to ſhew figns of denti- 
tion, It is often accompanied with ſome 
very untoward ſymptoms, as violent pain, 
ſymptomatic fever, convulſions, partial pal- 
ſies, and a ſevere diarrhoea. I have ſcen 
children looſe the uſe of an arm, of a leg 
and ſometimes of both, *till the tooth was 
tarough, and then recover immediately 
without any medical aſſiſtance. The figns 
of cutting their teeth are ſwelling of the 
gums; flavering ; looſeneſs, refleſsneſs and 


a ſymptomatic fever. 
| 1 | Tho 
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Tho? opiates are improper for ſuch ten- 
der frames, yet in this caſe (if in any one) 
they may be allowed : as it is always attend- 
ed with ſome danger, no ſmall care is re» 
quiſite to aſſiſt nature thro' this troubleſome 
proceſs. Among the many ill effects which 
a liberal uſe of Godfrey's Cordial (too often 
made uſe of by indolent nurſes) or any other 
opiate produces in children, may be rec- 
koned coſtiveneſs, which is the worlt habir 
of body a child can be ſubject to. | 
Rub the inflamed gum hard and often 
with a lump of ſugar, even till it bleeds, or 
give the child a piece of liquorice root to 
mumble, or divide the gum with a penknife, 
which is an inſtrument preferable to the 

lancet, to facilitate the paſſage of the tooth. 
There are few diſorders to which children 
are liable that are nor either cauſed by, or 
attended with a predominant acid in their 
ſtomach and bowels, partly owing to the 
fermentation of the milk in their ſtomachs, 
but chiefly, to that peraicious ingredient ſu- 
gar in their victuals: this is evident from the 
ſour-

ſourneſs of their breath and ſtools and the 
green color of the latter. 

Magneſia alba ſhould be given to them, 
not ſparingly if coftive : or chalk powdered, 
if laxative, which two are the only medi- 
cines neceſſary for them while they are 
ſuckled. 

Perhaps it may not * amiſs to 1 
that four or ſive months are long enough 
for any child to ſuek with the leaſt advan- 
tage to itſelf, or without manifeſt detriment 
to the mother. 
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 WORM-FEVER. 
A this Fever is only ſymptomatic, bleeds 

ing is unneceſſary and improper. A 
ſpoouful of the oil of caſtor may be given 
with great advantage, Or a few grains of 
nitre two or three times a day. If the fever 
remits, give the bark, than which there is 
ſcarce a better vermifuge. For common 
drink, water ſweetened with honey and aci- 
dulated with lemon juice. Of all the va- 
rious medicines which are uſed in this caſe, 
perhaps none will prove more ſucceſstul 
than the following powders, Lake 
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Take of Ethiops mineral, a drachm, 


Rhubarb, half a drachm, 
Calomel, four grains, 
Emetic tartar, two grains, 
For ſix powders, One to be taken every 
night, or, if coſtive, twice a day. 
N. B. This diſorder is not uncommon 
with adults, eſpecially females.

ſuppoſed,

alſo is an electary compoſed of nettle- ſeeds 
and honey: the aſſa foetida, were it leſs 
nauſeous, is inferior to no medicine.

They 
ſhould be kept as warm as poſſible. The 
exerciſe of {winging 1s peculiarly ſerviceable 
to them. Oil of amber, or garlick rubbed 
on the ſpina dorſi every night will have a 
wonderful effect, or a Burgundy pitch 
plaiſter to be worn conſtantly between the 
ſhoulders, See Cough. 


Emetics, eccoprotics, antacids, antiſpaſ- 
modics, as valerian, gum ammoniac, caſtor, 
muſk, &c. are all of conſiderable utility. 

As a plethoric child is a ſort of prodigy, I 
cannot conceive what phlebotomy has to do 
in this or any other diſorder to which chil- 
dren are liable : whatever their ailments are, 
the lancet may well be diſpenſed with ; I 
have ſeen many, too many inſtances in which 

their lives have been ſacrificedto the uſe of it.

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"CUTICULAR "ERUPTIONS: 
\HESE are very coinmon with children, 
and are no very unpromifing prognoſtic: 

they indicate a proper attempt of nature to 
throw off ſomething that is offenſive, conſe- 
quently they ought to be promoted and by no 
means to be repelled by any evacuations what- 
ever. Bleeding or purging would be equally 
injurious. In this caſe animal food with 
plenty of ſalt is neceſſary. My eldeſt ſon, at 
the age of four years, had a violent eruption 
all over his body, which ſoon diſappeared 
without any medicines by the liberal uſe of 
ſalt and gravy. No diet is ſo proper for 
children as that of animal ſubſtance, and 
the healthieſt children I ever faw were thoſe 
who had been uſed to it from the time that 
they were three or four months old: the 
meat ſhould be minced ſmall, but not be 

deprived 
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deprived of its moſt nutritious juices, by be- 
ing previouſly and filthily mouthed by the 
nurſe, If children had nothing given to 
them but milk, or half cow's milk and half 
water, *till they began to teethe, without 
either bread or ſugar, and aftetwards were 
indulged in the uſe of animal, with every 
little vegetable food, we ſhould rarely find 
any diſorders among them. Vegetables re- 
quire too operoſe a proceſs for their tender 
organs to elaborate into nutritious chyle.

HIS is a diſeaſe that affects the bones of 
children; the head is ſometimes en- 
larged to an enormous fize, the wriſts and 
ancles ſeem protuberant, and as the bones 
increaſe in ſize, the child grows weaker :

proper dimenſion, for the ſolids are by no 
means a match for the fluids. It is chiefly
